Organization being one of the main 
and most difficult responsibilities of the 
Pennsylvania Society, fifteen years ago 
activities along this line began to bear 
'.- fruit, in the formation of local tuber- 
culosis organizations in different sec- 
tions of the State. 

"There are today twenty-two counties 
in the state of Pennsylvania, Mont- 
gomery county being one of theso, that 
operate local tuberculosis organizations 
on a county wide basis, many of these 
. - organizations have a full time paid staff 
of: trained workers. 
With the state maintaining large

Howard M^Oarter was re-elected Presi- 
dent, Mr. Robert J. Dothard was re- 
elected Vice-President, and Dr. King 
was elected Treasurer. 

Mr. Henry Rotfe, long a member of 
the Board, and now its Secretary, pre- 
sented his resignation. This was table I 
for consideration at the next meeting- 
Mr. Rose has stated that his Jecision 
is final, and it will therefore be neces- 
sary for the Board to consider the ap- 
pointment of a successor, probably at 
the next meeting.

The entire p>n*n.h< >, *shi r i «*f rh p Nat- 
berth Recreation Board was in attend- 
ance at the meeting, in order to pre- 
sent to the Board plans for tho future 
of the project. The membership of the 
board includes: Robert G. Savill, Presi- 
dent, W. It. D. Hall nnd A. Perry Redi- 
fer from Council, and Robert J. Doth- 
ard and C. Howard McCarter from the- 
School Board. 

The plan presented by the Recrea- 
tion Board calls for an appropriation 
for supervision. The matter of grading 
and preparing the field for use has gone 
forward rapidly during the fall months, 
and it is likely that the plot will be 
in general use next year.

THE PLANTING OF TEEES 



The State Department of Forests an.l 
Waters is conducting a campaign to 
get the farmers of Pennsylvania to 
plant trees on their "waste" land. 
The argument they send out is couch- 
ed in the following terms: 

Figures compiled by the Pennsyl- 
vania Department of Forests and Wat- 
ers ahowB that large areas of idle land 
exist in every county of the state. Most 
of this land is good for only one crop, 
and that is a crop of forest trees. A 
considerable acreage of the land must 
bo planted to forest trees to make it 
productive. 

Some of this idle forest land is lo- 
cated in remote places and a large part 
of it is found on farms. Many farmers 
hesitate* to* start forest tree planting 
because they do not know what trees 
should be planted nor how the planting 
should be done. It is part of the work 
of the Department of Forests and Wat- 
ers to assist persons in planting forest 
trees. Your district forester, George 
H. Wirt, located at ITarrisburg, lias not 
special training in tree planting work. 
He understands where and how trees 
should be planted, and will be glad to 
tell you how to get results. 

He is more familiar with your forest 
problem and understands tree planting 
methods better than any other pe.rson. 
If you "possibly can, go to; see. him, or 
you may drop him a line or 'phone to 
him. He may be able to visit your 
property and" tell you what to plant, 
where to plant, and how to do the 
work. Plant good forest trees on your 
idle acres. It pays. 

Those are the words of the experts 
of the Department of Forestry. They 
express more clearly, and certainly more 
authoritatively, than- we could an idea 
that has been in our own minds for 
some time.

An important reason why the local! 
library has been able to establish this 
record is of course because practically 
all of the money received from rentals 
can immediately be expended for new 
book.-i. As every one knows there is 
no overhead expense for the building 
which is provided by the Y. M. C. A. 
directors, nor for labor which is pro- 
vided by the Women's Community 
Club, but in addition to these two ma- 
jor items there would still be an ex- 
pense for a considerable amount of 
equipment and supplies, were it not 
for the fact thnt several interested 
friends of the Library have been glad 
to make special cash contributions to 
meet special requirements. These con- 
tributions although going into such 
unremunerative articles as charging 
trays and rubber stamps nevertheless 
increase by just so much the amount 
which can be expended for new books.
